Molotov, Vishinsky, etc., the desola- 
tion, the suffering, the bestial tyranny 
“nd oppression that these worthies and 
their leaders, have let loose upon the 
world. Have the statesmen and the 
representatives of free democratic 
countries foryotten 1939, when Com- 
rades MolotovandStalin grinned broad- 
lv from the pages of the daily press 
side bv side with the recently hung 
Rihhentrop, after signing the infamous 
Russian-German Pact. And do they 
not remember the Soviets’ joyful par- 
ticipation in the German war of ag- 
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gression that followed, when they 
blithely seized themselves parts of Pol- 
and,...Bessarabia, _Bukoyina, Galicia, 
Lettonia, Lithuania, Estonia and a size- 
able sli¢e of Finland? 

And is.if possible that time has erased 
all mémory of Soviet Government’s 
exploits in Manchuria, in Corea, in Iran, 
or their brutal seizure of Rumania, Ju- 
goslavia and Czechoslovakia? 

These unfortunate countries may not 
be officially part of Soviet territory, 
but their seizure.and domination by the 
Reds.is nevertheless complete and ab- 
solute. 

And yet, despite the numerable ev- 
idence of Soviet tyranny, ill-faith and 
aggression, past, present and future, 
there has been a tendency, until quite 
recently and on the part of the leaders 
and statesmen of the Great Democ- 
racies, to. appease and propitiate the 
Soviet government in every possible 
way and on every occasion. This sick- 
ening — and dangerous — display of 
diplomatic cowardice has considerably 
diminished nowadays, but nevertheless 
the danger is still there. We want to 
warn the United Nations, and will con- 
tinue to warn them again and again of 
the deadly peril that lies in the appease- 
ment of a ruthless, dishonorable and 
aggressive totalitarian government. 
Despite the proverbially short: mem- 
ory of humankind, it is not possible that 
all remembrance of Munich or Mr. 
Chamberlain’s “peace in our time” 
should have completely disappeared. 
Or, likewise, the terrible consequences 
of that famous appeasement. 

It is with deep, heartfelt sincerity 
that we call upon all statesmen and 
delegates, convened for the General 
Assembly of the United Nations, not to 
forget the tragic cost of past appease- 
ment and not to be deceived by the 
false promises and flowery oratory of 
the Soviet delegation or those of its 
puppet states. For if a policy of ap- 
peasement was followed and if the 
Soviet “clique” succeeded in having 
its way in matters of world-importance 
then verily the last war was fought in 
vain and the countless young boys of 
America, Great Britain, France and all 
other free countries laid down their 
lives for nought. And we can foretell, 
without the slightest doubt or hesita- 
tion, that, if in the place of the dead 
Fascist and Nazi regimes, the Red 
Fascist government of Moscow is al- 
lowed to flourish unchecked and Stalin 
is permitted to build an ever vaster em- 
pire and impose his fascist-communist 
ideology on other nations at his will; 
if he is once assured that he can go to 
all lengths without opposition or fear 
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of rétaliation, thén the world will be 
plunged into a Third World War before 
many years. have past. A war $o ter- 
rible that it might easily prove to be the 
destruction and end of our civilization. 

Therefore, while from our very 
hearts we welcome to.New York the 
delegates of 51 countries to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Nations, 
we also from our very hearts warn 
them of the perils that lie ahead. And 
yet we hope, that with the aid of God 
and through the efforts of the states- 
men, delegates and all men of good 
will that have come here from free 
countries far and wide, the evils of com- 
munism, intolerance and tyranny will 
be eventually and finally defeated.and 
Peace, Liberty and Justice established 
on this earth for all times.

FOR WAYS that are clever, the 
Soviet Union takes the cake. The of- 
fice of one international was closed, 
as it aroused too much opposition, and 
the offices of three other internationals 
were opened, for the purpose of fur- 
thering the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat. (1) First and foremost is the 
All-Slav Congress, told of last week, 
through which the racist ambition of 
the Slavs is to be coined into Sickle 
and Hammer favor. (2) The reestab- 
lishment of’ the Russian Orthodox 
Church as a functional organ of Soviet 
foreign policy, to rally the “Orthodox”’ 
of the world to Communism. (3) The 
unification of over twenty million Mos- 
lems in the Soviet Union, who, for the 
first time in a quarter of a century, are 
permitted to make pilgrimages to Mec- 
ca, in order to win the favor of the 
Arab world. World disarmament, de- 
sirous as it is, will not lessen the Com- 
munist totalitarian threat, so long as 
the Kremlin operates through pro- 
Slavism, pro-Orthodox Churchism, and 
pro-Mohammedanism. 


SICKLE AND HAMMER: “What’s 
in a name?” In Soviet-land it often 
reveals the quality of the person bear- 
ing it. For instance: Stalin, the name 
assumed by the ruthless Dictator in 
Moscow, means steel, of which the 
Sickle is made, symbolic of the mil- 
lions of persons who have been mowed 
down for daring to deviate from Com- 
munist ideology and practice. And Mol- 
otov, the name assumed by the Dic- 
tator’s clever mouthpiece, means Ham- 
mer, used in hitting right and left at 
all non-pro-Soviet representatives at 
U.N. and Security Council gatherings, 
his Communist propaganda sounding- 
boards.
